Success sweet for 16 volunteer projects 


A PEOPLE’S cafe, a ‘speed-greening’ project 
and a gym group that helps the elderly are 
among 16 inspirational projects to win 
mayoral funding to increase volunteering opportu¬ 
nities for Londoners. Funding between £2,500 and 
£10,000 has been given to a range of projects 
across the capital through Team London’s Small 
Grants innovation fund. 

Projects include GoodGym, a city-wide group 
of runners who carry out physical tasks to help 
community organisations and visit isolated older 
people as part of their workouts, and Create Lon¬ 
don, whose volunteers encourage enterprise among 
young people while bringing back the East End 
tradition of hop picking. 

Now in its fourth year, the Mayor’s Team Lon¬ 
don Small Grants scheme was established to help 
expand vital local projects and provide more vol¬ 
unteering opportunities for Londoners across the 
capital. Last year alone, £300,000 was given to the 
third sector in grants to support small charities in 
London focused on innovation in volunteer recruit¬ 
ment and has helped to fund over 6,700 volunteers. 
The focus this year is to create more speed-volun¬ 
teering initiatives and schemes where volunteers 
work in groups. 

One of the top reasons people give for not par¬ 
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ticipating in volunteer¬ 
ing is a lack of time. 

A number of the 
schemes that have been 
awarded a grant are 
specially designed to 
enable Londoners to 
volunteer their time on 
an informal basis at 
short notice, in a way 
that’s easy to sign up to, 
and only takes a few 
hours to complete. 

The 16 organisations 
to receive a Team Lon¬ 
don grant this year are: 
■ Delete Blood Can¬ 
cer UK (£5,000) - Set¬ 
ting up Volunteer Hubs 
all across London to raise 
awareness about blood cancer and register poten¬ 
tial stem cell donors. 

■ GoodGym (£5,000) - A group of runners who 
carry out physical tasks to help community organ¬ 
isations and visit isolated older people as part of 
their workouts. 

■ People Dancing (£5,000) - Recruiting volun¬ 
teers for the Mayor’s Big Dance, offering around 


350 individual and 30 group-volunteering oppor¬ 
tunities, generating at least 2,100 hours of volun¬ 
teering time. 

■ Wise Thoughts (£5,000) - Getting volunteers 
involved in the annual LGBTQI cross arts festi¬ 
val and the London chapter of the national LGBT 
History Month Festival. 

■ Worldwrite (£5,000) - Providing young peo¬ 
ple, minorities and community groups with an 
exciting platform to voice their concerns on local 
and global issues and make an impact. 

■ Create London (£7,500) - Encouraging enter¬ 
prise among young people while bringing back 
the East End tradition of hop picking. 

■ Providence Row (£5,000) - Working with 
homeless and formerly homeless adults, support¬ 
ing them to move into and maintain accommo¬ 
dation and employment. 

■ The Maypole Project (£5,000) - Helping chil¬ 
dren and young people with complex medical 
needs to take part in sports. 

■ Sufra NW London (£5,000) - Transforming a 
large derelict site on St Raphael’s Estate, Stone- 
bridge, into a working food growing project, to 
reduce social isolation amongst the disabled, 
those suffering long-term illness and the elderly. 

■ Brixton People’s Kitchen (£5,000) - Using 


surplus food from local green grocers and mar¬ 
kets to cook lunch and dinner for deprived com¬ 
munities and estates. 

■ Haringey MENCAP (£5,000) - Providing 
speed volunteering opportunities for people to 
give up two to six hours to help others. 

■ Volunteer Centre Kensington & Chelsea 
(£5,000) - Developing an Ambassadors scheme 
for people to volunteer at local events including 
a meet and greet service at Portobello Market. 

■ Sutton Community Farm (grant of £10,000) 

A welcoming, inclusive space for people to leam 
food growing skills and make friends. 

■ Cordwainers Grow (£5,000) - Setting up 
‘speed-greening’ sessions for people to take part 
in hands on gardening activities to benefit com¬ 
munity gardens and green spaces in Hackney. 

■ Selby Trust (£5,000) - Helping to combat un¬ 
employment, improve the environment, boost 
health and fitness and skills development through 
making wood products. 

■ Deen City Farm (£5,000) - Offering practical 
volunteering opportunities for groups of employ¬ 
ees, students and community organisations to 
help with farm maintenance and gardening.

Well fight to save our post office

THE Post Office is facing 
an unprecedented backlash 
in Kensington and Chelsea 
over its highly-unpopular 
plan to shut the Earl’s 
Court branch - with cam¬ 
paigners opposing the clo¬ 
sure now aiming to take 
their protest to Parliament. 

Officials from the Post Of¬ 
fice - which has received £3.1 
billion in taxpayers’ hand-outs 
since 2007 - are bracing them¬ 
selves for an angry barracking 
from residents next week 
when they attempt to explain 
the proposed closure at a pub¬ 
lic meeting organised by Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea Borough 
Council. 

The council - which is also 
fiercely against the closure of 
the branch at 185 Earl’s Court 
Road - has called Post Office 
executives to face residents on 
Tuesday, September 8 at St 
Cuthbert’s Church, Philbeach 
Gardens, SW5 9EB. The meet¬ 
ing, which is expected to be 
stormy, will start at 7pm. 

If the closure goes ahead, it 
will mean the loss of the ninth 
post office in the borough 
since 2004. Campaigners are 
furious because they believe 
the Post Office’s proposal to 
“merge” the Earl’s Court 
branch with the Kensington 
High Street branch would be a 
catastrophe for elderly and dis¬ 
abled residents especially. 

Rarely in the borough has 
there been such concerted op¬ 
position to a closure - with all 
political parties on Kensington 
and Chelsea Council and the 
Leader of the Council united 
in fighting the plan and two 
petitions launched to pressure 
the Post Office to back down. 

Now campaigners are to call 
on Kensington MP Victoria 
Borwick to take the protest to 
the floor of the House of Com¬ 
mons and demand that the 
Minister for Business and En¬ 
terprise takes up the call for 
the Earls Court branch to stay 
open. 


In a series of bizarre state¬ 
ments, last week the Post Of¬ 
fice argued that the closure of 
the Earl’s Court branch was 
part of its “commitment to 
maintaining Post Office serv¬ 
ices in this area of London”. 

Faced with the charge that 
the closure would mean resi¬ 
dents having to travel - or 
walk - for miles to Kensington 
High Street, the Post Office’s 
Crown Network general man¬ 
ager, Roger Gale, said “we 
want to make it easier to do 
business with us”. 

In another astounding claim 
which indicates the Post Of¬ 
fice’s underestimating of local 
opposition to its plan, it said, 
“we believe that the majority 
of customers will choose to ac¬ 
cess Post Office services at 
Kensington.” 

Campaigners argue that no 
choice is hardly a choice and 
they have already started hold¬ 
ing protest demonstrations 
outside the Earl’s Court branch 
- where trade is frequently so 
busy that the queues for the 
counter stretch out into the 
street - and they are promising 
more. 

Two petitions of protest 


have been launched, which 
residents are being urged to 
sign in order to provide more 
clout when campaigners go 
over the heads of Post Office 
bigwigs and take the dispute to 
the Commons. 

The petitions are Save 
Earl’s Court Post Office at 
www.change.org and another 
on the website of the local Lib 
Dems at www.kensingtonand- 
chelsealibdems.org 

Earl’s Court councillor 
Linda Wade, who has organ¬ 
ised the petitions and is a 
fierce opponent of the threat¬ 
ened closure, accused the Post 
Office of “lack of vision”. 

Councillor Wade said: 
“There is mounting concern 
that the closure of Earl's Court 
Post Office is a done deal even 
before the Public Consultation 
on Tuesday 8 September with 
staff having been told their 
fate. 

“This is a keystone building 
in Earl's Court's High Street, it 
provides many essential serv¬ 
ices to the community and in 
to low-income and older resi¬ 
dents. The closure at this stage, 
when within a couple of years 
there will be over 7,600 new 


flats, plus retail and offices, 
would appear to be short-ter- 
mism of the most expensive 
kind - a complete lack of vision. 

“Recently the Post Office 
was refurbished but failed to 
grasp the essential problem that 
they needed more trained 
counter staff to cope with de¬ 
mand - putting in expensive au¬ 


tomatic machines aren't neces¬ 
sarily the answer to less counter 
staff. 

“But worst of all, the fran¬ 
chise operations that replaced 
Chelsea and Gloucester Road 
Post Office are not working and 
so we cannot be assured that 
any merger is going to safe¬ 
guard our services in high prop¬ 
erty value area in the future.” 

The Leader of Kensington 
and Chelsea Council, Nick 
Paget-Brown, is calling on resi¬ 
dents to make their protests felt 
by email, phone and face-to- 
face with Post Office executives 
at next Tuesday’s meeting - and 
he has urged locals to get neigh¬ 
bours and friends to join the 
fight too. 

Councillor Paget-Brown 
said: “I have real concerns 
about the loss of another local 
post office and the impact this 
will have on residents. Also, 
given the lengthy queues wit¬ 
nessed in the branch, the idea 
that it is ‘not profitable’ does 
stretch credibility.” 

He added: “Local councillors 
from Earl’s Court ward have al¬ 
ready met with Post Office offi¬ 
cials to hammer home what a 
valuable community asset this 
branch is for an area that is 
home to a high number of sup¬ 
ported and sheltered housing 
complexes. Not only that, but 


there are a number of new resi¬ 
dential developments planned 
for the area. 

“The Post Office has 
launched a consultation on the 
proposed merger and I urge all 
residents to respond to it. Be 
sure to remind your neighbours 
and friends, who may be on hol¬ 
iday now, to respond before 
Wednesday 16 September. You 
can find details of it here 
www.postofficeviews.co.uk/live 
consultation.php by searching 
searching ‘Earls Court’. 

“You can question Post Of¬ 
fice officials yourself at a public 
meeting the Council is organis¬ 
ing on Tuesday 8 September at 
St Cuthbert’s Church, Philbeach 
Gardens, SW5 9EB.

In reply to questions from 
this newspaper over why the 
Post Office was aiming to close 
such an essential and popular 
branch, the Post Office said in a 
statement: “Our priority is to 
ensure that we provide the serv¬ 
ices that will meet customer 
needs.” 

Unless the strength of local 
feeling forces a U-tum, the Post 
Office intends to close the Earl’s 
Court branch in January. 
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Pub boss insists it’s ‘business as usual’ 


LADBROKE Grove’s KPH has 
won a reprieve in the current 
management’s battle in the 
courts to win an appeal against 
a ruling that the owners can 
take over the running of the his¬ 
toric landmark pub. 

KPH manager Vince Power 
has issued the following state¬ 
ment: “We have been notified 
that the court has granted the 
KPH a stay pending the Court 
of Appeal’s decision on our ap¬ 
plication for permission to ap¬ 
peal. This is a small bit of 
positive news. What this means 
for us is that the developers 
bailiffs which were ordered by 
the court will not turn up on 8th

September and the doors of the 
KPH will stay open for a while 
yet and it is business as usual. 

“This is a temporary reprieve 
until the Court decides whether 
to grant the right to appeal or 
not.” 


The pub’s owner, Steven 
Archer of SWA Developments’, 
has been locked in a long legal 
fight for vacant possession with 
the current leaseholder Patrick 
Burke and manager Vince 
Power. 

The legal tussle - which Mr 
Archer revealed has cost more 
than £600,000 - seemed to 
have ended in July when a 
judge ruled in his favour. 

Mr Archer, who wants to 
keep The KPH open as a pub, 
said he was confident of win¬ 
ning the case and that he 
planned to start redecorating 
and putting in a new manage¬ 
ment team next month. 
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Stables seek celebrity support 


THE owner of the Westway sta¬ 
bles is appealing to top stars - 
including One Direction’s Harry 
Styles - for help to find new 
premises for her 22 homeless 
horses. 

Desperate Sarah Tuvey is also 
turning to rock star Paul Weller 
and David and Victoria Beck¬ 
ham - whose children have rid¬ 
den the ponies at the West 
London Stables which are being 
forced by The Westway Trust to 
shut down after 25 years. 

Sarah, whose lease has been 
scrapped by the Trust, is plead¬ 
ing for help from Harry Styles, 
who supported Sarah by posting 
an Instagram picture of her 
walking with a pony on a protest 
march against the imposed clo¬ 
sure - and which was re-posted 
by more than one million of the 
singer’s fans. 

“I’ve got to find a new place 


for the horses and I’m desperate 
for any help,” said Sarah. 

“A horse sanctuary had of¬ 
fered to take the horses but now 
that lifeline has fallen through. 

“I need to raise the profile of 
the stables and try to find the 
horses a new home, so I am hav¬ 
ing to turn to the stars for sup¬ 
port. 

“I’m not after anyone’s 
money because I’m not the sort 
of person who would ask for 
that, I’m just asking Harry 
Styles if he could very kindly 
keep his support going by mak¬ 
ing people aware that the horses 
need a new home. His support 
could change everything as the 
exposure could help us find a 
new place. 

“I don’t usually go to people 
asking for favours because it’s 
not nice, but I’m now in a very 
tricky situation as I can’t beat 


The Westway Trust. 

“Paul Weller’s children used 
to ride with me, so I am trying to 
get in touch with his office too 
and I’m also appealing to the 
Beckhams as their children also 
used to come here.” 

Sarah said she owed the Trust 
£5,000 in rent arrears but she is 
struggling to find repayments 
because horse riders are not 
booking sessions as they believe 
the stables are already closed - 
which they are not yet. 

“My income flow has got re¬ 
ally bad because people think 
we’re shut already, but we’re not 
and the Trust has said I can stay 
until January if I can pay them 
£10 a day until I leave.”

Council spots benefit fraudsters 


NINETEEN fraudulent claims 
for housing and council tax ben¬ 
efit have been rejected by Kens¬ 
ington & Chelsea Borough 
Council’s benefit team since 
January, saving the taxpayer ap¬ 
proximately £190,000 a year. 

The bogus claims were un¬ 
covered thanks to rigorous 
checks on all applications that 
include verification calls, an in¬ 
sistence on original documenta¬ 
tion and in many cases, 
face-to-face interviews. 

Among the benefit scams un¬ 


covered by the council were: 

■ undeclared bank accounts 

■ claiming to have no income 
whilst in work 

■ fictitious rent liabilities while 
in fact living rent free 

■ European nationals falsely 
claiming to be in employment in 
order to qualify for housing ben¬ 
efit 

Fraudulent claims are always 
referred to the Government’s 
Single Fraud Investigation Serv¬ 
ice for further action and prose¬ 
cutions for attempting to defraud 


the Royal Borough are common. 

However, the great majority 
of benefit claims are perfectly 
genuine and the council’s bene¬ 
fit team manages to be one of 
the country’s quickest payers 
without sacrificing the levels of 
scrutiny necessary to protect the 
taxpayer. 

Over the last year for exam¬ 
ple, Kensington and Chelsea had 
the fastest turnaround times in 
London and processed claims at 
more than double the average 
national speed.

Back to work — and 
tough fiscal decisions 


T HOUGH the council is at work 
365 days a year, its decision-mak¬ 
ing machinery goes into some¬ 
thing like hibernation over the summer. 
But come September it’s back to work. 

Sadly, that means no more mid-morning 
cornflakes in pyjamas for me. Instead it’s on 
with a suit and back to the Town Hall and if I'm 
honest I’ll admit to a bit of trepidation about it. 
The reason is simple - we’ve got a helluva lot 
on. 

The first thing will be to attend the Notting 
Hill Carnival. Our officers 
and waste contractors put 
in an almighty shift trying 
to make the event safe and 
successful. The least I can 
do is go up there and let 
them know their efforts 
are hugely appreciated. 

After that it will be back 
to the normal business of 
the council. Almost immediately conversations 
will get under way about the shape of our 
budget for 2016-17. Each year, those conver¬ 
sations get a little more difficult and a little 
more painful. We will be going into our sixth 
year of austerity and will have to face up to 
some difficult decisions about where savings 
can be made. 

But austerity is no excuse to abandon aspi¬ 


ration. Regular readers will know that we have 
promised to bring forward a new generation of 
housing for our older residents. Called “extra 
care”, these housing schemes will offer homes 
for older people to rent lease or buy where care 
will be available on site which can scale up as 
people become older and frailer. 

We have also promised to make a meaning¬ 
ful contribution to solving the housing crisis by 
adding hundreds of new homes to our housing 
stock. We also need to expand and renew many 
of our primary schools and we already have 
schemes getting underway at Marlborough, 
Barlby, Fox and Colville pri¬ 
mary schools. And of course 
there is the hot topic of a 
Crossrail 2 station in 
Chelsea, a proposal which 
has stirred up protest but 
which still enjoys the sup¬ 
port of the council, but not 
perhaps some local celebri¬ 
ties. 

Now, important as their views are, we have 
to look beyond the disruption of the construc¬ 
tion process and to what this station would 
mean for the next 50 years. It’s a topic I’ll no 
doubt be returning to in the months ahead. 

So as you can see it’s something of a packed 
agenda. I hope to be able to make announce¬ 
ments about it all of this over the coming weeks 
and months.

ceiving A*-C grades at 81 per 
cent. 

Students are said to be drawn to 
DLD College London for many 
things but the college says one 
important attraction is the strong 
reputation of the tutors.

The 3,000 panels which make 
up the curves were made in 
Slovenia, painted in Austria and 
curved in Germany, before being 
transported to England, so even 
the surface of the building is cul¬ 
tured. The double-skin, glass 
fa9ade enables the building to 
conform to the latest sustainabil¬ 


ity standards. It will incorporate 
renewable power sources to min¬ 
imise energy consumption, 
through the use of proven tech¬ 
nologies, both in construction and 
operational performance. 

The Westminster Bridge Road 
landmark has 1,700 tonnes of 
structural steel, 20 miles of under¬ 
floor heating pipe buried away, 
nine miles of piles holding up the 
building, 3,000 miles of copper 
pipe running through, 20,000 
lights and 200 air condition fan 
coil units in the college, ensuring 
it is a sturdy structure which will 
stand proud in Westminster for 
centuries to come.

Also, congratulations on publicising 
the successful outcome of the Care 
Quality Commission inspection of the 
Victoria Medical Centre - and 
congratulations to all working there on 
this success, said by CQC to be 
outstanding. 

More distant in time was a letter 
asking why the leader of the 
Kensington and Chelsea Council was 
being given what the writer of that 
letter evidently regarded a weekly 
column of little more than political 
propaganda. However, my question is 
this: is the leader of Westminster City 
Council not being given space in the 
Westminster and Pimlico version of 
your local series? 

Something that was of interest to me 
personally was the recent News from 
Nick column in which Nicholas Paget- 
Brown protests at the closure of post 
offices. We all too often hear about the 
inconvenience to the public when 
facilities are temporarily closed 
because of industrial action but very 
rarely do we hear about those facilities 
closed by management decisions and 
scarcer still are Conservative protests 
about them. These in recent times have 
included police stations, fire stations, 
hospitals, post offices, banks, Tufnell 
Park tube station (pending), etc. 

The particular point here is that 
these facilities, when closed, is 
permanent and not a temporary closure 
- and that this results from 
management not union decisions. 
Even if other temporary 
inconveniences are looked at, all over 
London there is disruption due to the 
Cycle Super Highway(s). 

To the intended permanent closure 
of one tube station can be added those 
of a temporary nature on a portion of 
the Victoria Line itself, adding to what 
included the Victoria plus Pimlico 
stations on the same line not too long 
ago. Moreover, what about the 
massive disruption due to what is 
happening at London Bridge station 
currently? Again, this results from 
decisions that have nothing to do with 
unions and provide more than just 
mere inconvenience. 

At the same time when we hear of 
“holding the country to ransom”, 
perhaps leading Conservatives may 
want to be seen on television 
condemning companies threatening to 
leave the UK because of this or that 
government policy (as was recently 
reported following the Osborne 
announcement of the coming 
enforcement of the “living wage”). Is 
this not also to be deemed as holding 
the nation to ransom?

100 more police 
officers to keep 
Night Tube safe 


DESPITE sex attacks on trains 
and the Underground rising to 
record levels, police and Trans¬ 
port for London are promising 
the public: “The Night Tube 
WILL be safe”. 

The Met and British Trans¬ 
port Police are to “greatly in¬ 
crease” police presence, 
deploying more than 100 offi¬ 
cers every night on the Night 
Tube - more than are now on 
Underground duty on a Friday 
night. Pairs of police will be on 
constant patrol in all areas of the 
stations and teams will also 
travel with passengers in car¬ 
riages as London Underground 
acts to increase security to make 
the Night Tube safe. 

Although the failure to make 
agreement with rail union on 
rotas and working conditions 
has now forced the launch of 
the all-night service back to the 
autumn, LU is pledging that 
when it comes it will be safe. 

The 24-hour weekend service 
on the Jubilee, Victoria and 
most of the Piccadilly, Central 
and Northern lines was due to 
start on September 12th. But as 
Tube workers are still in dispute 
over Night Tube work, last 
week LU said it had deferred 
the introduction until later in the 
autumn to allow more time for 
talks with the unions. 

LU says it is adding another 
2,000 CCTV cameras to the 
12,000 already operating in sta¬ 
tions and staff are being given 
new security training in order to 
cut down on trouble on The 
Tube. 

“We are committed to make 
sure that staff are there to pro-

vide that necessary safety and 
security reassurance to people 
as they travel around the net¬ 
work,” said LU managing di¬ 
rector Mike Brown. 

Paul Crowther, Chief Consta¬ 
ble of British Transport Police, 
added: “For anyone concerned 
about crime or anti-social be¬ 
haviour there will also be the re¬ 
assuring presence of British 
Transport Police. We are going 
to have more than 100 officers 
out at any one given time and 
that’s more than we have out on 
a Friday night at 10 o’clock at 
the moment. 

“All passengers and staff 
have a right to feel safe what¬ 
ever the time of day or night.” 

However, as the 100 BTP of¬ 
ficers will have to cover 144 
stations that will be open 
through the night each week¬ 
end, dozens of extra BTP com¬ 
munity support officers will 
also be deployed and emer¬ 
gency police support teams will 
be on 24-hour stand-by if 
needed. 

The Met and LU are increas¬ 
ing security because although 
crime on the Underground has 
fallen overall for the ninth year 
running, figures for last year 
show a rise of almost 35% in 
sex attacks on London trains 
and the Tube and authorities are 
determined that the Night Tube 
does not become the Fright 
Tube. 

The latest statistics for 2014- 
15 show that the number of vi¬ 


olent crimes on the capital’s 
trains and Underground also 
rose, with a 23 per cent increase 
in the number of assaults. 

British Transport Police say 
the rise in sex offences was ex¬ 
pected as it came after a major 
campaign to encourage victims 
of sexual assault to come for¬ 
ward. The increase follows the 
Project Guardian operation and 
a campaign called “Report It to 
Stop It” to increase people’s 
confidence in reporting assaults. 

But TfL says that overall pas¬ 
sengers are safer than ever. 

“Crime on London’s trans¬ 
port network is at a record low 
rate after falling by 8.3 per cent 
in 2014/15 compared to last 
year with 2,502 fewer offences 
and the rate of crime down to 
seven offences per million pas¬ 
senger journeys,” said a TfL 
spokesman. 

“On the London Under¬ 
ground and Docklands Light 
Railway (DLR) network, crime 
has fallen by a further 12.4 per 
cent - the ninth consecutive 
year of reduced crime. 

“Despite the low levels of 
crime across London’s transport 
network as a whole, increases 
were recorded in certain crime 
types on some parts of the net¬ 
work. Reported sexual offences 
have risen by 34.7% across the 
network which can be attributed 
to TfL, BTP and the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police Services’ Project 
Guardian initiative, which has 
raised public awareness of un¬ 
wanted sexual behaviour and 
encourages victims to report 
these historically underreported 
crimes.”

Celebrating the 
community in 
carnival season 


Angela McConville, Chief Executive 
of Westway Trust, pays tribute to the 
important role the community has in 
making carnival season a 
sensational spectacle for all. 

L AST weekend we witnessed 
another sensational carnival 
extravaganza with the Notting 
Hill Carnival strutting its stuff on our 
streets. 

As it does every year, the area 
around the Westway comes alive with 
music, performance, dance and energy. 
It really is a sight to behold and one 
which local people are rightly very 
proud of. 

But, what sometimes gets 
overlooked is the role that local people 
play in putting on and promoting the 
carnival, as the excitement and drama 
of carnival takes off. 

Westway Trust has a long 
relationship with carnival. We are not 
involved in the running or organising 
of Notting Hill Carnival. Our role is, 
and has always been, as an enabler of 
local people’s involvement. We 
enabled local people to set up Carnival 
in the early 1970’s - Ebony Steel Band 
was based on Acklam Village - and 
today we enable people to celebrate 
carnival they way they want away from 
the mass crowds and international 
media microscope with Carnival 


Pioneers, led by the charismatic Les 
Palmer. 

In the early 1970s Westway Trust 
provided the Notting Hill Carnival 
committee with office space and the 
use of the undeveloped land beneath 
the Westway flyover. The creation of 
the organising committee was 
important in itself, as Carnival is still 
run by an independent committee 
today. 

With these resources, the committee 
was able to mobilise local people to 
expand and improve the Carnival. 
Sound systems were used for the first 
time in 1973, and the international food 
and colourful costumes that today 
make Carnival so iconic were central 
features of the original blueprint. 
Soul/reggae bands played live on street 
comers, which led to the idea of the 
Live Stages in later years. 


Westway Tmst continued to support 
the Carnival throughout the 1980s and 
90s. 2013 marked a further milestone 
in our involvement as, for the first time 
in at least a decade, Portobello Green 
was opened up to the Carnival. 

‘Carnival 1973 Remembered’, a 
celebration of the original Notting Hill 
participants and local people’s 
involvement, also took place in 2013 
on Portobello Green, a staging area 
used in previous carnivals. The focus 
was very much on local interests, 
cultures and talent. 

It was from this memorable occasion 
that Carnival Pioneers was bom. The 
Carnival Pioneers Community Day, 
part funded and supported by Westway 
Tmst, brings together local people and 
some of the original Notting Hill 
Carnival pioneers to showcase local 
people’s involvement and culture. 



This year’s theme was ‘Founding 
Mothers’ - remembering the women 
pioneers who initiated Notting Hill 
Carnival including Rhaune Laslett, 
Merle Major, Claire Holder, Claudia 
Jones and Silma Faustine. 

Events such as this take a huge 
amount of organisation, with the 
combined efforts of 65 performers and 
artistes, stewards, stall and attraction 
holders, and volunteers making it 
happen so that 1,200 people could 
watch, enjoy and celebrate. Carnival 
Pioneers really does exemplify the 
origins and soul of carnival in Notting 
Hill. 

Westway Trust also supports an 
event which nurtures the next 
generation of Carnival enthusiasts. In 
early August, hundreds of local 
children had a great time at Notting 
Hill Nurseries Carnival, which was 


organised by CAPCA - the Children 
and Parents Carnival Association. 
They’ve been doing a great job of this 
for 30 years now. In fact, many of the 
children who attended the early 
Nurseries Carnivals now bring their 
own children to enjoy the fun, which is 
wonderful to see! 

Carnival is a fundamental part of the 
identity, culture and DNA of the area. 
Its enduring spirit is part of daily life in 
Westway, whether its carnival season 
or not. It helps shape how the Westway 
area evolves. 

We are proud to enable and support, 
in a very small way, the work of others 
to bring opportunities of celebration 
and creativity to the community. It’s 
one of the reasons why we created 
Westway Presents.... This is our series 
of events, festivals and workshops 
which we deliver in partnership with 
local artists and cultural institutions in 
the borough. 

2016 will be big year for carnival 
locally, marking the 50th anniversary 
of the very first carnival. We will be 
there, supporting the makers, 
performers, musicians, creators and 
leaders of carnival in any way we can 
to make sure the community has an 
occasion feel proud and honour its 
important heritage. 


Gridlock costs us 
100 hours a year 


LONDONERS are now wast¬ 
ing almost 100 hours a year 
stuck in traffic as the city has 
been damned as the most con¬ 
gested in Europe. 

A report by the transport 
agency Inrix has named Lon¬ 
don as the most traffic-jammed 
city and says the congestion is 
costing the capital £7.6 billion 
a year in lost revenue. 

And experts say standstill 
London is going to get worse - 
Transport for London is pre¬ 
dicting an eight per cent growth 
in traffic coming into the capi- 
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tal from the East between 2012 
and 2021. 

The key findings of the Inrix 
report are: 

■ London is now the most con¬ 
gested city in Europe, having 
overtaken Brussels to claim the 
top spot in the congestion rank¬ 
ings for the first time 

■ The average London driver 
spent an average of 96 hours 
stuck in traffic jams in 2014, 
representing an increase of 14 


hours on the year before that. 

■ Congestion is set to cost 
London’s economy £130 bil¬ 
lion between 2013 and 2030 

■ The five most gridlocked 
roads in the UK are all located 
in the capital. 

The capital’s constant traffic 
jams have been slammed as “a 
catastrophe” by London As¬ 
sembly Green Party member 
Darren Johnson. 

“London faces a future 
blighted by congestion and pol¬ 
lution if Mayor Boris Johnson 
carries on signing off trunk 
road schemes and scrapping 
vital limits to car parking in our 
city”, he said. 

“It is within the Mayor’s 
power to change his policies 
and stop the tide of traffic that 
threatens to engulf London, 
bringing it to a standstill with 
terrible consequences for the 
environment and the economy. 

“The traffic jams we are 
going to see in the years to 
come will have hugely negative 
impact on the city’s status as a 
good place to live and do busi¬ 
ness.” 

“Expanding the bus network, 
making fares cheaper, keeping 
a lid on parking and providing 
better cycling facilities are just 
some of the measures he can 
and must take to stop this catas¬ 
trophe.” 


Scheme to make lorries safer in London 

THE Safer Lorry Scheme started in London on September 1. 

All roads in Greater London (except motorways) are covered 
by the scheme, which will require vehicles of more than 3.5 
tonnes to be fitted with sideguards, as well as additional safety 
mirrors. 

The scheme will operate 24 hours a day, seven days a week, 
and will be enforced by the police and the Driver and Vehicle 
Standards Agency. Some 600 regulatory signs have been 
installed on the boundaries of the initiative. 

There will be no exemption for vehicles that require the 
fitting of either sideguards or additional mirrors that have not 
done so. It is expected that all vehicles entering and working in 
London will be compliant with the traffic orders, or run the risk 
of a maximum £1,000 fine. Therefore if applicable, it is 
important that all vehicles within a firm's own fleet, and within 
the fleet of any of its contractors, are compliant by the 
commencement date.

Parks celebrate harvest 


TO celebrate this year’s food grow¬ 
ing in the Royal Parks, free harvest 
festivals will be held this month in 
Kensington Gardens, Greenwich 
Park and The Regent’s Park. 

A harvest festival is a global tra¬ 
dition that occurs around the time of 
the main harvest of a given region. 
In Britain this typically occurs in 
September, and the festival is usu¬ 
ally held on a Sunday. 

The Royal Parks has a number of 
demonstrations allotments, which 
aim to educate and inspire the public 
to grow their own food irrespective 
of whether they have a garden, bal¬ 
cony or simply a window box. 

Kensington Gardens’ Harvest 
Festival will be held on Sunday, 
September 6, between 11am and 
4pm. Bee demonstrations will be 
carried out by Brompton Apiary and 
visitors can participate in the har¬ 


vesting process by digging up pota¬ 
toes. Children’s activities will in¬ 
clude face painting, a story telling 
marquee and a mobile petting farm 
provided by Miller’s Ark Animals. 
Complimentary hot and cold drinks 
will be provided throughout the day 
while stocks last. 

Greenwich Park will host its in¬ 
augural harvest festival on Sunday, 
September 13, 11am to 4pm, in The 
Queen’s Orchard, located in the 
north-eastern comer of the park. The 
orchard, previously a wildlife gar¬ 
den managed by Greenwich Coun¬ 
cil, was returned to The Royal Parks 
in 2013. With the help of the Friends 
of Greenwich Park and local volun¬ 
teers, the orchard has been restored 
to a place for growing fruits and 
vegetables. Visitors to the festival 
can tour the orchard, take part in a 
potato dig, and enjoy bee demon¬ 


strations. Children’s activities will 
include face painting, pond dipping 
and a special appearance from The 
Royal Parks’ bear. 

The third and final harvest festi¬ 
val will be held in The Regent’s Park 
Allotment Garden on Sunday, Sep¬ 
tember 20, between 11am and 5pm. 

A chef will be on site to prepare 
free mini pizzas using fresh produce 
from the allotment and visitors can 
wash it down with homemade 
rhubarb and ginger squash. Children 
can make a paper pot and plant a 
seed in it, embark on a garden hunt, 
and learn how to identify different 
types of ladybirds. 

An array of goodies will be avail¬ 
able for a small donation including 
herb bath bombs, herb salts, potted 
plants, and pressed flower cards- all 
made using ingredients from the al¬ 
lotment. 


Donations are reinvested into the 
allotment and used for essentials 
such as seeds and secateurs. 

On all three days experts from 
The Royal Parks Guild - The Royal 
Parks alumni society - will be on 
hand to answer any questions about 
food growing. 

Colin Buttery, Deputy Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive for The Royal Parks said: 
“Our harvest festivals are a great day 
out for the whole family, providing 
a fun and educational way to find 
out more about the joy of growing 
your own food. 

“Aside from saving money, 
growing your own crops provides 
access to fresh vegetables and fruits, 
free from chemical pesticides and 
fertilisers.

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Borough’s homeless facing 
‘exile’ in southern counties 


KENSINGTON & CHELSEA NEWS

LONDON’S most-expensive 
borough is suffering such a hous¬ 
ing crisis that Kensington and 
Chelsea Council is now consider¬ 
ing placing its homeless families 
miles away in the southern coun¬ 
ties. 

The stark news that the local authority 
has no choice but to ship out families to 
faraway towns comes as London Mayor 
hopeful Tessa Jowell has warned that 
homes in the borough have become so 
costly it would take the average local 
worker 42 years to save for a deposit. 

In an exclusive interview, homes- 
starved Kensington and Chelsea Council 
has revealed that it has been forced to 
place more than 1,200 desperate families 
in temporary housing outside of the bor¬ 
ough. Although the council finds homes 
for the majority of families in other bor¬ 
oughs all over London, the housing short¬ 
age means some are having to be 
re-homed in Essex and Hertfordshire. 
And the council - which is facing a short¬ 
fall bill of £1.2 million to house the 
homeless - has revealed that now it is 
looking at buying emergency housing “in 
the Southern Counties”. These include 
Sussex, Hampshire and East Anglia. 

Such is the lack of affordable proper¬ 
ties in the super-rich borough that now 
2,670 families are on the social housing 
list. 

Ms Jowell, who is mnning to take over 
from London Mayor Boris Johnson next 
year, has calculated that buying a home 
in Kensington and Chelsea is now way 
beyond most people’s wildest dreams. 
Taking the average house price in the bor¬ 
ough as now costing £1,195,000 and the 
average local earnings as £40,984, Ms 
Jowell says it would take 41 years and 
seven months to save for a 10 per cent de¬ 
posit - a shock increase of almost 10 
years more saving than on figures for 
2013. 

She said: “We cannot go on like this - 
solving the housing crisis is the number 
one challenge facing this city - and it will 
be my top priority if I’m elected Mayor. 
We have to start building the homes we 
need, that’s why on my first day in City 
Hall I’d establish Homes for Londoners 
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to get London building again, starting on 
the Mayor’s own land.” 

The London Weekly News put a series 
of questions to the council: 

Q: How many years has RBKC been 
placing homeless households outside the 
borough? 

Council: “Placing people outside the 
borough is not uncommon in London. 
This is something we have had to do for 
many years as we have not been able to 
procure the number of homes we require 
in the borough.” 

Q: How many have been placed? 

Council : “We currently have 1,850 
households in temporary accommodation 
of which 1,234 are currently residing out¬ 
side of the borough.” 

Q: Where have they been placed? 

Council : “Broadly, people can be 
placed in all areas of London but predom¬ 
inantly north and east London. We do 
have some households placed in south 
London boroughs but far fewer numbers. 
We place households in as many as 20-25 
London boroughs. 

“We have 30 households placed out of 
London at present. We aim to place as 
close to London as possible but this is 
dictated by where we can secure proper¬ 
ties. The majority of our out of London 
temporary accommodation is in Essex, 
but we also have households in Hertford¬ 
shire and Slough.” 

Q: Will the Council consider placing 
people beyond the Home Counties, e.g. 
Dorset or Wales? 

Council : “The Council is looking to 
buy properties in Greater London and 
within the M25. We will also consider 
southern counties. As explained above we 
have had to find accommodation outside 
the borough for many years.” 

Q: Do you have feedback from fami¬ 
lies who have been placed outside the 
borough and who are happier to have 
been so placed? 

Council : “We don’t have this type of 
information.” 

Q: How much has it cost to date to re¬ 
house people on this programme? 

Council : “For the sake of clarity we 


should point out that the allocation of 
£10m to buy properties outside the bor¬ 
ough should not be confused with our on¬ 
going spending on providing temporary 
accommodation for those we have a duty 
to house. The Council budgeted to spend 
around £27m on payments to landlords in 
2015/16 of which most is recovered 
through charges and housing benefit. We 
budgeted to pick up the balance which is 
about £525,000 in 2015/16. But we are 
already incurring considerable pressure 
on this budget and our latest projection is 
that we will have to fund around £1.2m 
in 2015/16.” 

Q: How greatly has the re-housing 
budget been reduced in recent years? 

Council : “The TA budget has not ac¬ 
tually reduced, but is increasing reflecting 
the increases in costs arising, this increase 
is arising when overall Council budgets 
are reducing due to the loss of external 
funding.” 

Q: Are you expecting further reduc¬ 
tions in this budget? 

Council : “See above - we expect this 
budget to increase whilst the Council 
continues to lose external funding.” 

Q: Do you have any photographs com¬ 
paring bed and breakfast accommodation 
in the borough with the new outside-bor¬ 
ough homes? 

Council : “Most of our B&Bs are ei¬ 
ther in borough or local to the borough. 
It is important to stress that families are 
not legally allowed to be in B&B for over 
six weeks so they have to be moved to 
self contained accommodation. The ac¬ 
commodation the Council plans to buy 
outside the borough will be of a high 
standard.” 

Q: What are the qualifications for those 
assessed as needing to be in the borough? 

Council : “The Council has a duty to 
provide suitable, and affordable, tempo¬ 
rary accommodation and does consider 
all applicants for local accommodation, 
but has to offer some households addi¬ 
tional priority to ensure that those in the 
most need are prioritised. All cases are 
taken on their merits and consideration 
must be given to the number of available 
local properties. As a guide, additional 
priority for local temporary accommoda¬ 
tion will be granted to the following ap¬ 
plicants: 


M Applicants with a severe and enduring 
health condition requiring intensive and en¬ 
during specialist medical treatment only 
available in Kensington and Chelsea. 

M Applicants who are in receipt of a sig¬ 
nificant care package and a range of health¬ 
care options which cannot be transferred. 

M Applicants with a severe and enduring 
mental health problem who are receiving psy¬ 
chiatric treatment and aftercare provided by 
local community mental health services and 
have an established support network where a 
transfer of care would severely impact upon 
their ability to engage with treatment and 
care plans. 

“Applicant households meeting the criteria 
under the following three categories will be 
considered to have priority for a local tempo¬ 
rary accommodation placement subject to 
verification from employers or service 
providers; 

M Households containing a child or chil¬ 
dren with special educational needs who are 
receiving education or educational support at 
a local school in Kensington and Chelsea, or 
in a neighbouring borough and where a 
change to another school or learning estab¬ 
lishment would be detrimental to their con¬ 
tinuing development. 

U Households with children subject to a 
Child Protection Plan in Kensington and 
Chelsea or families who have high social 
needs who are linked into local support serv¬ 
ices and where it is verified that a transfer to 
another area could be detrimental to their 
welfare. 

M Applicants who are currently employed 
in Kensington and Chelsea and who have 
been continuously employed for at least six 
months and where financial assessment con¬ 
firms the cost of travel would render accom¬ 
modation in another area unaffordable. Each 
case will be assessed on an individual basis. 
Pregnant women who are on maternity leave 
but who intend to return to work at their place 
of employment in Kensington and Chelsea 
will also be considered under the criteria. ” 
Q: How many are on the social hous¬ 
ing list? 

Council : “As of August 1st, 2670.” 

Q: Are the numbers/demand for the so¬ 
cial housing list rising? 

Council : “2,677 in 2013-14, 2,509 in 
2014-15,2,670 in 2015-16. A new Alloca¬ 
tions Policy was introduced in 2014 which 
excluded a number of households from the 
register so the figures do not reflect the 
true demand for those who want social 
housing, the register is now an indicator of 
how many are in priority for housing.” 


Pupils are best 
in the country 

ROYAL Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea pupils have achieved the best 
results in the country for Key Stage 2 
(age 11) performance. 

Provisional results, published on 
August 27 by the DfE, show that 90 
per cent of children in Kensington and 
Chelsea schools achieved the expected 
Level 4+ in Key Stage 2 reading, writ¬ 
ing and mathematics. This is ten per¬ 
centage points above the national 
average and eight points above the av¬ 
erage for London schools. 

Kensington and Chelsea is also the 
top performing local authority for the 
proportion of children making ex¬ 
pected progress from Key Stage 1 to 2 
in reading, writing and mathematics. 

Commenting on the results Council¬ 
lor Emma Will, the Royal Borough of 
Kensington and Chelsea’s Cabinet 
Member for Education, said: “This is 
excellent news for parents who send 
their children to a Royal Borough 
school. This high standard could not 
be achieved without a lot of dedication 
and hard work by our head teachers 
and teachers and I thank them for all 
their efforts.” 

Children’s care 
services protest 

LABOUR councillors in Kensington 
and Chelsea claim families will have 
to get used to the “grim new reality” of 
children’s services in the borough. 

Labour members argue that “having 
quickly pushed ahead with its much 
criticised strategy to break up the ex¬ 
isting model of children’s centre pro¬ 
vision and disperse services to a wider 
range of locations, the council is now 
running into trouble”. 

Councillor Harrison Littler, Labour 
Group spokesperson for Family and 
Children’s Services said “having lost 
the battle to keep the outstanding Max¬ 
illa Children’s Centre and it’s beautiful 
award-winning garden open, families 
will now have to travel a mile across 
the north of the borough to access 
nursery school provision and stay and 
play”. 

The opposition Labour Group has 
put forward a range of solutions to 
keep Maxilla open.

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BBQ fire engulfs 700 year-old park tree 


IT existed before both world wars, before 
Alexander Bell invented the telephone, and 
even before the Great Fire of London in 
1666, but a 700-year-old oak tree was 
nearly wiped out from The Royal Parks 
landscape - by a £1.99 barbecue. 

For the third time this year, the fire brigade has 
been called to Richmond Park to deal with a fire 
caused by a disposable barbecue. In the most recent 
case, fire engulfed the hollow part of the veteran tree 
requiring fire officers and a tree surgeon to spend a 
gruelling four hours removing chunks of the tree to 
douse the flames. Luckily they were able to save the 
tree from being destroyed, although the fire killed 
countless insects. Over the years, however, several 
other veteran trees in Richmond Park have been ir¬ 
reparably damaged by barbecue fires. 

These incidents highlight the dangers and damage 
caused by barbecues, which is why they are not al¬ 
lowed in any of London’s eight Royal Parks. 


Adam Curtis, Assistant Park Manager at Richmond 
Park, said: “What people don’t realise is how easy 
these fires can start. People buy their cheap barbecue 
from a supermarket, seek a spot which provides shel¬ 
ter from the wind, and next thing they know they’ve 
set a 700-year-old tree on fire. Invariably they get 
scared and run off. 

“Apart from the obvious tree damage, fires can 
have a serious impact on wildlife including killing 
bats or baby chicks by choking them to death, de¬ 
stroying grass snake’s nests and obliterating the 
wildlife that feed on the dead or decaying wood of 
veteran and ancient trees. 

Recognise the dangers 

“Police patrol the Royal Parks, but with all eight 
covering in excess of 5,000 acres there is no way they 
can catch everyone, so we ask the public to please 
take some responsibility and recognise the dangers.” 

Sergeant Michael Boulton, from the Royal Parks 
Operational Command Unit of the Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice, said: “I would urge people not to bring barbe¬ 
cues into any of the Royal Parks. Recklessly 


damaging the park may constitute a criminal offence 
which upon conviction is likely to result in a fine of 
up to £20,000. If people see a fire in a Royal Park 
please call 999.” 

In Greenwich Park, another of London’s Royal 
Parks, a refuse truck was set alight by a disposable 
barbecue thrown in a bin, nearly causing £50,000 of 
damage. 

Graham Dear, Park Manager at Greenwich Park, 
said: “Barbecues scorch grass, harm wildlife and are 
a major fire risk. The concern with disposable barbe¬ 
cues in particular is that users place them in litter bins 
when they think they are cold, and they set light to 
the bins, or in the case here at Greenwich, the fire 
starts in the refuse trucks. Thankfully we were able 
to put this particular fire out but it could have been a 
lot worse.” 

The Royal Parks are: Bushy Park, The Green Park, 
Greenwich Park, Hyde Park, Kensington Gardens, 
The Regent’s Park and Primrose Hill, Richmond and 
St James’s Park.

I T is the autobiogra¬ 
phy to break all pre¬ 
vious publishing 
records - The Queen by 
Her Majesty Herself. 

Publishers estimate that sales 
could easily top 50 million in 
hardback alone and the advance 
could be in the region of at least 
£20 million, the highest figure 
ever paid and doubling the pre¬ 
vious record of £10 million paid 
to Bill Clinton for My Life. 

Film rights could add another 
£25 million and start the biggest 
scramble ever seen in Holly¬ 
wood as every actress under the 
sun competes to win the great¬ 
est screen role since the inven¬ 
tion of the cinema. 

At least another £10 million 
could come from a promotional 
book tour of every major city in 
the world with Oprah Winfrey 
re-launching her show to offer 
an unprecedented deal of an en¬ 
tire week of coverage, syndi¬ 
cated around the globe to an 
audience of hundreds of mil¬ 
lions. And security services 
judge that if publishers could 
get Her Majesty to agree to 
book-signings, then entire city 
centres would have to be closed 
down in order to accommodate 
the anticipated crush. 

Unfortunately perhaps, it is 
never going to happen. For al¬ 
though the most famous woman 
on earth next week marks the 
milestone that is unrivalled in 
the entire 1,000-year history of 
the British monarchy and next 
year celebrates her 90th birth¬ 
day, Ma’am will be keeping 
Mum. 

In our celebrity-obsessed 
times there is no bigger ‘act’ 
than The Queen. Justifiably, she 
holds the title as the Planet 
Earth’s No 1 superstar; no other 
can even come close to her 
fame, nor compete with her fol¬ 
lowing and the affectionate re¬ 
spect which she commands 
from just being. 

Next week, on September 
9th, she will add another re¬ 
markable record to her achieve¬ 
ments when she becomes the 
longest-reigning monarch since 
the British monarchy began, 
passing the previous record set 
by Queen Victoria. 

But when you are the queen 
bee of an entire world and your 
influence has greatly shaped it 
for more than 60 years, what 
need have you of discussing 
favourite chapters with Mariella 
Frostup on Radio 4’s Book 
Club? 

Besides, more than enough 
books will be published about 
Her Majesty in the next year 
anyway; as authors and publish¬ 
ers cash in on both The Queen’s 
longest-reign and her 90th 
birthdays - her actual birthday 
on April 21st and her official 
birthday in June. We can expect 
to see a whole library of new 
books about Her Majesty, from 
serious, studied biographies to 
others about her love of horses, 
“royal” cookery books and 
quite probably a guide to The 
Queen’s preference for see- 
through umbrellas. 

The first of the cream of 
these is Elizabeth II: The Stead¬ 
fast by the former Home and 
Foreign Secretary Douglas 
Hurd, an eagerly-anticipated bi¬ 
ography for which Prince 


William has penned the preface. 

William writes: “I think I 
speak for my generation when I 
say that the example and conti¬ 
nuity provided by The Queen is 
not only very rare among lead¬ 
ers but a great source of pride 
and reassurance. Time and 
again, quietly and modestly, 
The Queen has shown us all 
that we can confidently em¬ 
brace the future without com¬ 
promising the things that are 
important.” 

He adds: “All of us who will 
inherit the legacy of my grand¬ 
mother’s reign and generation 
need to do all we can to cele¬ 
brate and learn from her story. 
Speaking for myself, I am priv¬ 
ileged to have The Queen as a 
model for a life of service to the 
public.” 

But what is “her story”, what 
is The Queen’s story as she her¬ 
self sees it? 

As Her Majesty has never 
given an interview, let alone 
will write her autobiography, 
ostensibly it is difficult to say 
how this most privately-opin- 
ioned person looks back on her 
life; there are no direct personal 
quotes to turn to for reference, 
little public evidence of what 
she thinks. 

Largely, other than by 
analysing her actions and exam¬ 
ple, we have little to go by to 
learn about how she sees her¬ 
self. 

Or do we? Perhaps The 
Queen’s own story has been 
spelled out right under our 
noses. 

Like other very famous peo¬ 
ple, The Queen completely con¬ 
trols what is posted about her 


on her own website. The fa¬ 
mous, like everyone else for 
that matter, only allow on their 
own site information that por¬ 
trays them in the light that they 
would most like to be seen. 
What they say on their sites 
about themselves is how they 
see themselves; it’s human na¬ 
ture. 

Taking that as a rule of 
thumb, The Queen’s depiction 
of herself on the Royal Family’s 
official website is actually most 
revealing. 

There, behind the photo¬ 
graphs of Her Majesty at vari¬ 
ous functions of State and 
meeting the good and the great 
at her many charity events, is a 
biography section which tells 
much of The Queen’s own 
story. 

What is fascinating about 
this digital self portrait is a 
video of The Queen as a child, 
in the days before her uncle Ed¬ 
ward’s abdication when she 
was a happy free spirit and not 
destined to be the Head of 
State, with all of the restrictions 
that entails. 

In a series of clips from 
home movies, we see Princess 
Elizabeth in her pram but al¬ 
ready showing an affection for 
horses by pulling along behind 
her on a string a toy horse, then 
mounting her first pony with 
eyes smiling in glee, joyously 
surrounded by labradors, play¬ 
ing with her sister Margaret, 
gardening, playing with pi¬ 
geons on her shoulder and 
doing the Lambeth Walk. This, 
psychologists might say, is The 
Queen saying, “this was me 
when I was free”.

T HE street festival that teaches Europe how 
to party is now showing the Mayor of Lon¬ 
don how to make money - as Notting Hill 
Carnival has been hailed as one of the capital’s 
biggest bread-winners. 

Organisers say Carnival injected almost £100 
million into the London economy as this year’s 
boisterously-vibrant explosion of Calypso cheer 
was reckoned as the most successful yet. 

Although Carnival is funded with around £6 
million of public money - mainly to pay for the 
large police presence of some 9,000 officers on 
duty - the return is estimated to be £93 million 
spent by the hundreds of thousands who joined 
the weekend of wonder. 

As Carnival now enters the 50th year since the 
fantastical parade grew out of Russell Hender¬ 
son’s Trinidadian steelband first going on walka¬ 
bout around Notting Hill at the original 
impromptu procession back in 1966, now the 
party of the year is drawing international artists 
and visitors not only from all over the capital but 
from Europe as well. 

It’s come a long way since the early days when 
Claudia Jones’s original dream took its early steps 
with carts and horses supplied by traders from 
Portobello market pulling the first floats. 

“Carnival has changed a lot, now it’s so cos¬ 
mopolitan,” said one of the DJs who manned the 
70 performing stages and 40 sound systems. “It 
used to be much more urban but now people are 
coming from all over Europe to be in the place to 
be. It’s not them and us anymore, now we’re all 
the bunch; it’s everybody in the Notting Hill fam- 
ily.” 

Festival of fun

Despite the overcast skies on Sunday and Mon¬ 
day’s showers, the weather could not weary, 
wither or washout the party spirit and regular Car- 
nivallers were saying this was the biggest and best 
yet - the capital’s TV station London Live was 
even reporting crowds of two million attending, 
double the figure for last year. 

That guesstimate may have been caught up in 
the exuberance of the occasion as massive crowds 
of revellers turned Notting Hill into a sea of 
smiles, loud colours and hugely-feathered cos¬ 
tumes that marked the community’s creative ge¬ 
nius and its preference for the world’s tiniest 
G-strings. 

With Carnival now attracting Soca superstars 
and icons of Caribbean music including Machel 
Montano and Angela Hunte to the festival of fun, 
organisers are aiming to build on the event’s shin¬ 
ing standing to make the celebrations for next 
year’s half-century anniversary the like of which 
the capital has never seen before. 

With more than 40,000 volunteers now in¬ 
volved in arranging the fabulous procession of 
happy humanity - and the inevitable clean-up - 
the greatest street show this side of Rio, which 
drew only 1,000 people when it began in 1966, 
has boomed and blossomed into a gigantic gala of 
London pride, dance and laughter to rank along¬ 
side the New Orleans Mardi Gras for festivity. 

Fifty years on, Carnival has become an unri¬ 
valled occasion of London pride. Next year, the 
most popular celebration in the world’s favourite 
city is set to become the party of the century.

HE played in every Carnival since 1966, but much loved steel 
band player Russell “Russ” Henderson MBE died this month 
aged 91. 

Henderson, pictured inset right, was there at the genesis of 
the Notting Hill Carnival, which came from the annual Lenten 
tradition of “playing mas” (masquerade) in the eastern 
Caribbean. Trinidadian Henderson came to the UK in 1951 as a 
25-year-old jazz player. 

According to The Guardian, community worker 
Rhaune Laslett invited Henderson to bring a three- 
piece steel band to play for the first Notting Hill 
fayre and pageant, an event she had organised in 
conjunction with the London Free School and the 
photographer, writer and activist John “Hoppy” 

Hopkins. 

The small steel band arrived at Portobello Green 
accompanied by a crowd of regulars from the 
Coleheme pub, and after having played for some 
time in a standing position, Henderson suggested 
everyone should embark on a road march. 

The procession, joined by the public, was repeated the 
following day, and became the first manifestation of what has

But duty has always been a 
cornerstone and hallmark of 
Her Majesty’s pivotal role in 
the second great Elizabethan 
Age - a part she has played 
since her 21 st birthday when in 
a speech to the nation and the 
Commonwealth she spelled out 
her take on the monarchy with 
the words that have become 
synonymous with the style of 
her great reign, “I declare be¬ 
fore you all that my whole life, 
whether it be long or short, 
shall be devoted to your serv¬ 
ice”. 

Before that duty came to 
completely dominate her life, 
there was another revealing 
broadcast - which is also 
tellingly included in The 
Queen’s own choice of content 
in her biography on her web¬ 
site. 

Made in 1940 in the darkest 
days of the Second World War, 
it is a public broadcast for the 
BBC’s Children’s Hour, made 
to all of the children who had 
been evacuated from London 
and other cities - and her words 
are those of warmth, friendship 
and love which reveal much 
about her heart. 

“I feel that I am speaking to 
friends and companions,” says 
the teenage princess as she in¬ 
troduces a speech that was a 
blueprint for the theme of her 
many since, the expression of 
empathy and understanding. 

“Thousands of you in this 
country have had to leave your 
homes and be separated from 
your mothers and fathers. My 
sister Margaret Rose and I feel 
so much for you as we know 
from experience of what it 
means to be away from those 
we love most of all.” 

After delivering more words 
of chin-up encouragement, the 
Princess Elizabeth added: “I 
want to send you all our love 
and best wishes...we know, 
every one of us, that in the end 
all will be well... and when 
peace comes, remember, it will 
be for us, the children of today, 
to make a world of tomorrow a 
better and happier place.” 

As the nation and Common¬ 
wealth now marks The Queen’s 
remarkable, record-breaking 
63-year reign, much will be 
written on how she has helped 
make this world a better and 
happier place. 

But, as Prince William writes 
in his preface, what a world of 
change she has seen. 

“After almost ninety years, 
we find ourselves in a world 
that has changed dramatically, 
almost beyond recognition to 
the world that The Queen was 
bom into, but where the role of 



much that in choosing how to 
celebrate her 90th birthday next 
year The Queen has opted to 
have a massive picnic with the 
people in Pall Mall. 

So how does she see herself 
after such a long and glorious 
reign? A joyful great-grand¬ 
mother, clearly. But also, and 
ironically for a ruler, it is as a 
servant. Those in the know point 
to a speech that The Queen made 
in 1977 at the first of her many 
jubilees. 

Back then The Queen at¬ 
tended a lunch at The Guildhall, 
at which she declared: “When I 
was twenty-one I pledged my 
life to the service of our people 
and I asked for God’s help to 
make good that vow. Although 
that vow was made in my salad 
days, when I was green in judge¬ 
ment, I do not regret nor retract 
one word of it.” 

It has been a reign of a tmly 
great queen and the time of a 
very good woman. We learn to 
our benefit from her story.

charity, family, duty and com¬ 
passion perseveres.” 

This has been an extraordi¬ 
nary New Elizabethan era, one 
that recovered from the black¬ 
est days of humanity in the af¬ 
termath of the worst war in 
human history and The Holo¬ 
caust to see the space race, the

birth of rock and roll, England’s 
1966 World Cup triumph, a 
man on the moon, the spread of 
democracy, the dominance of 
the computer, cures for previ- 
ously-fatal diseases, the Inter¬ 
net, new freedoms of religion 
and speech and equalities of 
gender and ethnicity. 

In that time The Queen has 
worked with 12 prime minis¬ 
ters, there have been six arch¬ 
bishops of Canterbury and six 
Popes, she has given Royal As¬ 
sent to more than 3,500 Acts of 
Parliament, conferred more 
than 404,500 honours and 
awards and has personally held 
more than 610 investitures. She 
has been a Bond girl, a Beatles 
song and her horses have won 
more than 1,600 races. She has 
answered around 3,500,000 
items of correspondence, has 
sent more than 175,000 
telegrams to centenarians and 
540,000 telegrams to couples 
celebrating their diamond wed¬ 
ding and with her most-trusted 
supporter and defender, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, always at 
her side, she has undertaken 
261 official overseas visits. 

And through it all she has 
known and charmed with that 
famous “Queenie smile” al¬ 
most every one of the greats; 
leaders and idols from 
Churchill and Kennedy to 
Mother Teresa and Diana, from 
Marilyn and Madonna to Mc¬ 
Cartney and Mandela. 

She has become the best- 
connected person in the history 
of life on earth and yet through 
the more 600 charities of which 
Her Majesty is Patron she has 
maintained close ties with ordi¬ 
nary people too - and it says

Ray Winstone on the trials of life in his home city 


My London keeps changing - 
and not all of it for the better

L ABOUR and the Tories 
and whatever is left of the 
Lib-Dems these days are 
missing a trick in the soon-to-get- 
rabid race to win the tussle to be 
the next Mayor of London. 

Instead of the major parties present¬ 
ing us with a choice between the usual 
career politicians all clamouring to im¬ 
prove the lot of the young, if one of 
them really wants to win the job of re¬ 
placing Boris then they ought to make 
Ray Winstone the Generation 50s can¬ 
didate. He’d walk it. 

London is no longer the city where 
Winstone was bom 58 years ago. Since 
Boris reinvented it as the planet’s lead¬ 
ing plaything for 20s-30s financiers, it 
has become some sort of psychotic ver¬ 
sion of Dick Whittington’s dream; 
where those slower to find any gold in 
the paving are cmshed underfoot by the 
get-rich-young swarming in their Aston 
Martins to back to mile-high pent¬ 
houses which are sited where a com¬ 
munity that talked to each other used to 
stand. 

Winstone is old London; the son of 
a costermonger who grew up playing 
on bomb sites, well used to barneys in 
the neighbourhood being “sorted” 
without one side calling in solicitors 
and SC&019 to back up a writ for “so¬ 
cial damages” because the other bloke 
called them a twerp. 

But although London is now the 
citadel of basement-building young 
bankers backed by a whippersnapper 
bureaucracy who will put a Crossrail 2 
line through your front room without so 
much as a by-your-leave, there are still 
a lot of older Londoners left who can 
remember popping down to the comer- 
shop for a packet of fags without get¬ 
ting deafened by teenagers 
over-revving a Ferrari bought by Papa 
in lieu of them having no beard yet. 

And although the sanitisers and re- 
gentrifiers are slowly - but very surely 
- pushing older London out to the far¬ 
thest edges of the capital, if not social 
cleansing the city but at least finan¬ 
cially dry-cleaning it, a great many of 
the threatened 50s would vote Win¬ 
stone into City Hall like a shot. His val¬ 
ues - family, courtesy, uncomplication 
- resonate with those who remember a 
time when it didn’t take 42 years to 
save for a deposit on a little place in 
Chelsea. 

Now starring on ITV in the powerful 
new drama The Trials Of Jimmy Rose, 
the story of a hard man trying to go 
straight in order to keep his family, 
Winstone has affectionate memories of 
the way that London used to be, when 
it was full of actual Londoners; several 
generations of a family all living within 
a few streets of each other. 

“That’s what’s different today, be¬ 
cause that’s how it used to be when I 
was a kid,” says the Hackney-bom lad 
who moved to an Enfield council estate 
at the age of seven and who turned to 
acting after college in Hammersmith. 

“Your nan lived there, your uncles 
lived there, your mum and your sister 
were all there. And the people in that

street grew up with your mum and dad 
and that was the community. 

“London, like all cities, changes. 
Cities get bigger and people now only 
live in the areas where they work. 
When we had that explosion when peo¬ 
ple started moving away to go to work, 
it broke the communities up. That’s just 
the way it happens, but I think we lost 
that community and that sense of jus¬ 
tice and looking after your own.” 

Because of his previous playing hard 
men on screen, Winstone was perhaps 
an obvious choice to be Jimmy Rose, 
but when he was first approached about 
the part he admits he was reticent about 
appearing as yet another villain. 

“Once they say ‘he’s a guy coming 
out of prison’ I go, ‘now hold on’,” says 
Winstone. 

“But when I read the script I saw that 
it’s not actually about all that, it’s about 
family; it’s about what a man actually 


does to his family when he’s banged up 
for 12 years. He destroys them, he loses 
his kids. They’re growing up in a world 
that’s changing, but he’s not. His kids’ 
world has changed and he hasn’t been 
there to protect them.” 

This, says Winstone, is a world with 
which he can empathise. 

“It’s my way of living, it’s where I 
come from and it’s where my age group 
comes from,” he said. “You have a re¬ 
sponsibility and a morality to look after 
your own and to deal with it yourself. 

“We never used to call the police. If 
there’s a silly argument today, some¬ 
body calls the police. Years ago it was 
dealt with. Not necessarily in a fight. 
But in a row someone said their piece 
and they went in and looked you in the 
eye and you said what you had to say. 

“I think those days have gone and 
everything has become very PC. 
Everything’s become almost like 
America - ‘you touch me and I’ll sue 
you’ - whereas years ago if somebody 
was out of line they got a clump and 
that was it, forgotten about.” 

Like many of his age, Jimmy Rose 
struggles to cope and keep up in a Lon¬ 
don of apps and Oyster cards, not com¬ 
prehending the need for 
ever-time-shortening technology. And 
although Winstone has obviously never 
done a 12-year stretch that kept him out 
of the loop when the new world de¬ 
creed that all of its citizens now have 
to be techno-savvy, the confusion of 
machine-reliant life is something else 
that the actor very much gets. 

“I’d like to say that because I’ve got 
four girls in my house I don’t know 
how to switch a kettle on. But that’s not 
true,” he said. 

“But I remember my little girl Elbe 
when she was seven, this was seven 
years ago, I didn’t even know how to 
turn a computer on. She taught me how 
to use a computer at seven years of age. 
I was oblivious to it. I can now email 
only because she spent time and taught 


me how to do it. But I keep the same 
telephone because it would take me 
probably two or three months to sort 
out how to work a new phone. I buy the 
same phone all the time so I know ex¬ 
actly how to work it. 

“You have to remember, we started 
off on Motorolas and all that. You’d 
just press a button. It was like a house 
brick. But now it’s all these fiddly little 
things and touch screens. I’d be ab¬ 
solutely lost without my daughter.” 

It’s the same thing with Jimmy Rose 
and Winstone when it comes to getting 
around town; like other baby boomers, 
both are flummoxed by the everyday of 
new London living, like not being able 
to pay in cash on a Boris bus. 

“It’s been a while since I was on a 
bus but that would gazump me, if I got 
on a bus and you couldn’t pay cash,” 
said Winstone, who is perceptively 
cynical about the real reasons behind 
the “ease” of the new plastic culture. 

“It’s something that really annoys 
me and gets my goat at the moment. 
Everything is geared to a credit card. 
Well, of course it is because you have 
to pay interest on a credit card or what¬ 
ever you have to pay. I remember the 
days when people used to carry cash 
around. There’s nothing better than 
having a bit of cash in your pocket. It’s 
all about them knowing where your 
money is and how you’re spending it. 
It’s got nothing to do with your protec¬ 
tion. It’s protecting them. And it drives 
me insane that I can’t actually give any¬ 
one a tenner. You can’t get on a bus in 
London and pay in cash. You have to 
buy an Oyster card. 

“So what do you pay for the Oyster 
card with? Can you buy it for cash? Or 
do you have to use a credit card? So say 
if you haven’t got a bank account, you 
can’t get on the bus. Well that’s 
wrong.” 

You can hear the “quite right” and 
“hear hear” echoing from Whitechapel 
to Shepherds Bush with him there, as 


the excluded generation of 50s-60s - 
who include his co-star Amanda Red¬ 
man, the New Tricks star playing 
Jimmy’s wife Jackie - battle for a foot¬ 
ing in the youth-obsessed culture of 
New London. Winstone and Redman 
have been friends since their twenties 
and he hails her as one of Britain’s best 
actresses, a powerful screen force 
whose great experience is sometimes 
underrated by directors blinkered by 
the misbelief that only young people 
watch television. 

“I love Amanda to death. I’ve 
worked with her a few times now. I 
don’t know whether underrated is the 
right word because she’s not underrated 
by people within the profession,” he 
said. “She’s up there with the best ac¬ 
tresses who have ever come out of this 
country, I think. And I know that from 
working opposite her. I’m a friend of 
hers, so I’m a bit biased anyway, but 
she’s never failed to deliver in anything 
she’s ever done.” 

For Amanda and for all actresses of 
Generation 50s, the part of Jackie is a 
godsend of which - as she has fre¬ 
quently complained - there are pre¬ 
cious few. 

“I’ve been vocal for a long time 
about the lack of roles for women of 
my age, there’s aren’t enough good 
roles for women in their 50s,” she said. 

“If that was the same for men then 
you’d have to go ‘well, that’s life’, but 
it isn’t. And therefore it’s insidious sex¬ 
ism and it makes my blood boil. 

“For example, I had been nominated 
for an award and somebody said the 
role I had been nominated for was a 
great role so did I not agree that there 
are great roles for women?’ 

“I said, ‘It’s one role, and in those 
nominations I am the only woman in 
her 50s; there are no others.’ So the 
truth is there just aren’t enough roles 
written for women in their 50s, and 
there are quite a few of us. So, conse¬ 
quently, there are not enough to go 
around. It’s labelled as whingeing - but 
why is it whingeing when all you are 
doing is defending your right to work? 
Why is it wrong to say that needs to be 
redressed? 

“Another actress said to me once, 
‘Can you imagine a world where New 
Tricks was about three women in their 
50s, late 50s and 60s and a younger, 
good-looking bloke?’ No, and that’s 
sexism. Dramas like Home Fires are 
fantastic. How brilliant was that, that 
there are roles for older women? But 
they are so few and far between. 

“There are still plenty of roles for 
younger women in their 20s and 30s 
and, actually, late 60s and upwards. But 
not the 50s, because they don’t know 
what to do with us; they don’t know 
what we are. We’re not old, we’re not 
young, so what are we? What they for¬ 
get is the demographic of people 
watching television is women of our 
age and they want to see themselves 
represented on screen.” 

And much of that same demographic 
would like the ways of their old city 
back.

Better by design 


T HERE’S only so long you can talk, 
in everyday life, about how much 
cinnamon you like in your buns 
before someone’s like, ‘OK, enough. 

So says Frances Quinn, with a laugh. 
The former Joules designer is giddily 
recalling the joy of spending a summer in 
the Great British Bake Off tent, nattering 
with her fellow bakers, who were all as 
obsessed with ingredients as she is. 

Despite weekly digs from judges Paul 
‘twinkly eyes’ Hollywood and Mary 
Berry for going all out on style, 
sometimes at the expense of substance, 
Quinn still claimed the Bake Off crown 
(well, apron) in 2013, and since then has 
created a slew of tasty public 
masterpieces - including piano 
shortbread for Jools Holland, a giant Club 
biscuit surrounded with sweet Bombay 
mix for indie band Bombay Bicycle 
Club, and even a cheesecake inspired by 
Matisse. 

Now, finally, the 33-year-old is 
releasing her first book, aptly named 
Quintessential Baking and packed full of 
cakes and sweet treats. 

“I suppose the book is like my baking: 
that mix of baking and design, so the 
ingredients are as important as the ideas,” 
she says. 

Born in Northampton, Quinn was 
baking by age five, and spent hours in her 
father’s bookshop in Market 
Harborough - where she still lives - 
poring over Quentin Blake’s illustrations 
and Roald Dahl’s fantastical tales (“That 
stuff really did capture my imagination”). 

It wasn’t until she began working at 
Joules as a childrens wear designer, that 
making cakes for friends turned into 
blogging about cakes, and then one 
particular bake - a secret squirrel cake 
made for a very pregnant colleague - had 
the entire office clamouring for her to 
sign up for Bake Off. 

“Everyone was like, ‘Oh my God!’, 
when I cut into that cake and there was a 
squirrel inside it. That was where it took 
a real creative slant,” she remembers. 
“It’s just snowballed from there.” 

While no longer at Joules, she’s 
adamant she’s designing as much now as 
ever. “But I’m designing with food, 
rather than fabric,” she notes. “It’s just a 
different medium to be creative with.” 

Quintessential Baking is, of course, 
unapologetically heavy on the design 
front. As such, the book even has its own 
colour palette and colour-co-ordinated 
props. And the level of detail is extreme - 
from coffee and walnut cakes in 
disposable coffee cups, to mini ‘fried 
egg’ lemon cakes and paw-printed 
marmalade cat-flapjacks. 

Still, there were a few mishaps along 
the way, she reveals - Quinn won’t be 
travelling with meringues again any time 
soon, that’s for sure - but nothing 
compares to the levels of stress she 
experienced in the Bake Off tent though. 
“It was literally pandemonium, it was just 
insane,” she recalls. “The tent is just 
mocked up, so the floor is really bumpy 
and bouncy because you’d got so many 
camera guys running around. I remember 
when we were doing egg custard tarts, the 
floor was literally a bouncy castle!” 

She counts her competition-winning 
wedding cake as a major highlight on the 
show, but it was “getting the Hollywood 
handshake for my cauliflower cheese 
scones” that really took the biscuit. 
“Time and fridge space are the enemy

on that show,” she says. “You have to run 
on your adrenaline and just deal with 
things when they don’t go right and be 
able to change tack, and go, ‘OK, I’ll 
have to think of something else’.” 

Here is a beautiful bake from Quinn’s 
new book to try at home... 


50g caster sugar 
1/2tbsp coffee liqueur 

For the topping: 

250g mascarpone 
Few drops of vanilla extract 
50g icing sugar 
Dash of milk or cream 
Cocoa powder (to decorate) 


COFFEE SHOT 'CUP' CAKES 

(Makes 12 cakes) 

3tbsp instant coffee 
3tbsp boiling water 
3tbsp whole milk 
150g butter 

150g light muscovado sugar 
3 eggs 

150g self-raising flour 
150g walnuts, toasted and chopped 
For the coffee syrup: 

1 /2tbsp instant coffee 
50ml boiling water

Preheat the oven to 180C/Gas 4. Line a 12-hole 
muffin tin with espresso-sized paper cups. 

Mix the coffee with the hot water, then stir in 
the milk. Set aside to cool. Beat the butter and 
sugar together until very light and creamy (10- 
15 minutes).The mixture will turn from a rich 
toffee brown, to a pale cafe-au-lait shade. Beat 
the eggs together and gradually add to the 
creamed butter and sugar mixture, beating well 
after each addition. Add a spoonful of flour if it 
looks like it's going to curdle. Sift in the flour and 
fold until just combined, then stir in the 
chopped walnuts. Spoon the mixture into the 
paper cups and bake for 15-20 minutes, or until 
the cakes have risen and a skewer pushed into 
the centre comes out clean. 

While the cakes bake, make the syrup. Put the 
coffee in a small pan, add the boiling water and 
stir to dissolve the granules. Stir in the sugar. Set 
the pan over a medium heat and bring to the 
boil. Reduce the heat and simmer gently for a 
few minutes or until the sugar is completely 
dissolved and you are left with a runny syrup. 
Remove from the heat and stir in the liqueur, if 
using. Once the cakes are baked, remove from 
the oven and leave to cool in the tin for five 
minutes. During this time, prick them all over 
with a cocktail stick and brush over the coffee 
syrup using a paint or pastry brush, allowing the 
syrup to soak into the sponge. Use about half a 
tablespoon of syrup per cup. Remove the cakes 
from the tin, still in their cups, and leave to cool 
completely on a wire rack. Beat the mascarpone, 
vanilla and icing sugar together until creamy, 
adding a dash of milk or cream if necessary. 
Spoon some on to each cake and decorate with 
cocoa. 



MARK HIX'S 
RECIPE 
OF THE WEEK 


Hot-smoked salmon 
with pickled fennel 
and horseradish 

SERVES 4 

W ITH the boom in artisan baking and bread making, you might 
have thought we’d be seeing a lot more Scandinavian open 
sandwiches around. 

I do come across the odd one here and there, and of course in this 
country we love to put things on toast - technically making a kind of 
open sandwich - but we rarely get very adventurous with it. 

That’s a shame. You can have lots of fun with open sandwiches, 
utilising and matching all sorts of seasonal ingredients. There’s not too 
much skill required, to be honest, just a delicate touch so that they 
look visually appealing. 

Hot-smoked salmon, or Bradan Rost (roast salmon, in Gaelic) as it’s 
sometimes referred to, is cured in a similar way to the cold-smoked 
fish, then cooked in a hot kiln. It has a dark colour and lovely firm 
texture. I’ve used toasted dark rye bread (also called pumpernickel) 
with pumpkin seeds here, but you can really use any base you fancy. 

1 small or half a bulb of fennel, halved and very thinly sliced 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
2tsp caster sugar 

Enough cider vinegar to cover the fennel 

ltbsp creamed horseradish 

ltbsp good quality mayonnaise 

4 slices of dark rye bread 

200-250g hot-smoked salmon 

The fennel tops or a few sprigs of dill 

S TART on the pickle a day or two beforehand. Put the fennel in a 
non-reactive bowl, season lightly, add the sugar and cover with 
the vinegar. Cover with cling film and place in the fridge. 

When ready to serve, drain the fennel (keeping the vinegar for a 
salad dressing), and mix the horseradish with the mayonnaise. Toast 
the bread on both sides. Break the salmon into pieces and arrange on 
the bread with the pickle, then top with a small spoonful of the 
mayonnaise and the fennel tops and dill.

THE Dalai Lama is to give a 
public talk at the 02 Arena on 
Saturday, September 19 - 
organised by the Tibet House 
Trust. 

The talk, entitled 
Compassion: the Foundation of 
Well-Being, will begin at 1 pm 
and will be followed by a 
question and answer session 
chaired by psychologist and 
"emotional intelligence" 
expert Daniel Goleman.

sentient beings, and in 
particular I try to help my 
fellow human beings in 
whatever way I can. 

"What unites all sentient 
beings is that we all naturally 
seek happiness and try to 
avoid suffering.Therefore, we 
have a collective responsibility 
to try to bring about the 
wellbeing and happiness of all 
living beings and help them 
overcome their suffering. 

"This is the basis of hope on 
which I make an appeal that 
we all work enthusiastically to 
promote ethical values 
imbued with love and 
compassion and that we do 
our best to reduce, if not 
eliminate, the conflicts and 
violence that currently beset 
many parts of the world." 

The talk at the 02 is the 
main public event of the Dalai 
Lama's 10-day visit to the UK.

Bawden a welcome 
fashion accessory 


McQueen **** 

A FTER interviewing the 
show’s leading man 
Stephen Wight just a few 
weeks ago, I was really excited 
to be invited to the press night of 
the West End transfer of Mc¬ 
Queen, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

It was a glitzy affair with 
many of the cast of Strictly 
Come Dancing in attendance 
along with the likes of David 
Hasslehoff, Jennifer Saunders 
and the ever stylish Goq Wan - 
all there to celebrate the legacy 
of the acclaimed fashion icon, 
Alexander McQueen. 

The play, which received 
mixed reviews after its run at the 
St James Theatre, is a fantasy 
tale of one night in the couture 
designer’s life. It sees McQueen, 
who is struggling to find inspi¬ 
ration for his next collection, 
disturbed by an intruder, a girl 
who wants to steal one of his 
priceless dresses. They embark 
on an adventure around London 
and find that they share many of 
the same torments. 


The themes seek to echo 
some of the torture from which 
McQueen is known to have suf¬ 
fered and which eventually re¬ 
sulted in his suicide in 2010. 
Stephen Wight expertly portrays 
this with sensitivity and appeal 
and gives a seemingly realistic 
insight into the mind of the cre¬ 
ative genius. 

Stephen himself told me in 
our previous interview, “his 
blessing and his talent were ul¬ 
timately his curse”. 

There were two major 
changes from the St James pro¬ 
duction: the inclusion of an in¬ 
terval which I don’t think is 
needed, and the casting of Carly 
Bawden as the girl Dahlia, a role 
played by American TV darling 
Dianna Agron in the original 
play. 

Bawden was a very welcome 
addition and gave a completely 
different and much more like¬ 
able feel to the character of the 
ballsy American, which helped 
to make the relationship be¬ 
tween the pair much more be¬ 
lievable. 


McQueen trained as a Savile 
Row tailor before gaining a 
masters degree in fashion. He 
was later persuaded to change to 
his middle name, Alexander, by 
influential stylist Isabella Blow, 
who is played by the wonderful 
Tracy-Ann Oberman in a pure 
white dream sequence. 

The skills he learned in Savile 
Row gave him a reputation 
within the fashion world for ex¬ 
pert tailoring, something which 
is explored in my favourite 
scene in the play, which sees 
McQueen craft a dress onto the 
expectant Dahlia in a late-night 
visit to the famed clothing dis¬ 
trict. 

The show still had all of the 
things I loved about the first in¬ 
carnation - from the lighting by 
David Farley to the wonderful 
choreography by Christopher 
Mamey. 

It’s like watching an exhibi¬ 
tion of art and with the Savage 
Beauty collection at the V and A 
sold out for much of its resi¬ 
dency, Alexander McQueen is 
still very much in fashion. 


Tense, truthful portrayal of 50s family life 


DESCRIBED as a mucky romp 
through the morals, memories 
and music of the 1950s, 
Hatched 'n' Dispatched, by 
Gemma Page and Michael Kirk, 
is to make its UK premiere this 
month at the intimate Park 
Theatre, writes Nicky 
Sweetland.

The pair 
played Charity’s friends and 
colleagues and along with Van 
Outen provided one of the 
evening’s musical highlights, 
There’s Gotta Be Something 
Better Than This, a Latin style 
number which showcased the 
three sirens’ all-round stage 
mastery. Walsh and Ellis also 
duetted beautifully with the 
song Baby Dream Your Dream, 
showing why they command 
their own headline billings. 

The real star of the show, 
however, was Michael Xavier, 
the acclaimed West End actor 
with an old fashion look of a 
matinee idol and a voice that 
just melts into your every pore. 
Xavier played both leading men, 
firstly film star Vitorio, a 
charming and virile hero who 
entertains Charity in his hotel 


room in a bid to enrage his high 
maintenance girlfriend. Xavier 
extracted every bit of comedy 
from this role and sang the 
beautiful Too Many Tomorrows, 
which prompted the greatest 
applause from the enthusiastic 
audience. 

He then seamlessly changed 
gear and became Oscar, a 
nervous and paranoid 
accountant who is beguiled by 
Charity only to eventually break 
her heart. 

He was also portrayed 
expertly by Xavier, making the 
awkward klutz a far more 
lovable character than I had 
previously seen. 

Ensemble support was 
provided by students from Arts 
Ed College, who with the help 
of some clever choreography by 
Matt Flint made an attractive 
and energetic company. 

My only negative was that it 
would have been nicer without 
the use of scripts, particularly in 
the more sensitive scenes, which 
lost some of their impact when 
pages were turned and eye 
contact was lost. 

That said, the concert format 
as a whole worked well and it 
was so lovely to have a bigger 
orchestra giving the music a 
much fuller feeling, especially 
in the big brassy numbers like 
Hey Big Spender.

Tjaronn Chery, one of 
numerous summer 
signings, grabbed the 
winner with a measured 
left-foot finish at the far 
post in the 84th minute. 

“He’s settled in well 
since the minute he 
arrived but there’s so 
much more to come 
from him,” enthused 
Ramsey. 

“I’ve been on at him to 
get into the box and take 
a gamble - and he did 
that today and got his 
reward.” 

The game looked 
destined for a goalless 
draw but Ramsey was 
delighted to see his 
players rewarded for 
sticking to their game- 
plan. 

“We never gave up, we 
never changed the 
game-plan - we just 
stuck to our task and if 
you do that, more often 
than not you’ll get a 
chance and we did just 
that today,” he said. 

Chery’s cool finish 
won it for QPR but 
Ramsey was just as

And in front 
of them Ale (Faurlin) 
and Michael (Doughty) 
were good at keeping 
the tempo going when 
we could. 

“Michael showed 
today that he’s prepared 
to step up and be a 
Championship player, 
which is great.” 

Volatile nature 

Given the volatile 
nature of the second tier, 
Ramsey is right not to 
get carried away with 
R's unbeaten start from 
their first four league 
games. “Life is good at 
the moment but we 
won’t get carried away," 
he says. 

“I’d say we’re 
probably just above par 
in terms of where we’re 
at after the first month 
of the season but we’ve 
got to build on this now. 

“We’ve got to keep 
working hard, chalk up 
as many points as we 
can and then see where 
it takes us. 

“As we know, it’s a 
very hard, unforgiving 
league, but I’m pleased 
with the start - and 
pleased for the fans, 
who again travelled in 


great numbers to support 
us today.” 

After a two-week break 
due to international 
fixtures, R's return to 
action against 
Nottingham Forest at 
Loftus Road on 
September 12.

Fulham host Premier

Portuguese club Jose 
Mourinho steered to a 
shock victory in the 
2004 competition. 


Graham Leggat remembered 


F ULHAM supporters of a certain 
age will have fond memories of 
former striker Graham Leggat, 
who died last week in Canada, 
aged 81. 

Signed from home-town club 
Aberdeen for £20,000, Leggat helped 
Whites gain promotion to the top flight 
and reach the FA Cup semi-final in 1962. 

He scored a remarkable 134 goals in 
280 league and cup games for the club, 
which included eight hat-tricks, between 
August 1958 and December 1966. 

A right-winger or forward, his main 
claim to fame was scoring the fastest hat-trick 
recorded in top flight history, when he netted three 
times in as many minutes as Fulham famously 
thrashed Ipswich Town 10-1 on Boxing Day, 1963 (in 
fact, he scored four goals past Ipswich keeper Roy 
Bailey that day). His record stood until Southampton's 
Sadio Mane scored his treble against Aston Villa as 
recently as last May. 


Leggat is still the only Fulham player 
to have scored a century of goals in the 
top sphere. 

He earned 18 full Scotland caps from 
1956 until 1960 (eight goals) and played 
against Yugoslavia and Paraguay in the 
1958 World Cup tournament. 

As well as Aberdeen, the pacy Leggat 
also played in England for Birmingham 
City, Rotherham United and non-league 
Bromsgrove Rovers. 

In 1971 he emigrated to Canada, 
where he spent a season with Toronto 
Metros before embarking on a new 
career as a TV football analyst.

■ SURREY are through to the semi-finals of 
the Royal London One-Day Cup after 
pulling off a 17-run victory - via the 
Duckworth-Lewis method - against Kent 
Spitfires in the quarter-final at The Kia 
Oval last week. 

Opener Jason Roy made 112 off 116 balls as 
Surrey posted 273 with one ball of their innings to 
spare after winning the toss and deciding to bat first. 

Roy, who has been named in England’s ODI and 
T20 squads to face Australia, notched his century by 
whipping Matt Hunn to the midwicket boundary 
rope - his third hundred of this year’s competition 
came from 111 deliveries. 

He formed a match-winning partnership worth 97 
with Rory Bums (42 runs), which ended when Roy 
swept James Tredwell straight to Alex Blake at deep 
midwicket and departed in the 36th over. 

But having lost their last eight wickets for just 81, 
Surrey were not home and dry. Kent reached 22-2 
before rain saw them set a revised 251 off 40 overs. 

Career-best 

Their number nine batsman Matt Coles moved to a 
remarkable career-best century from 73 deliveries, 
including nine sixes, but just as it looked like he was 
going to pull off something extraordinary, he top- 
edged Tom Curran on 100 and wicketkeeper Ben 
Foakes took a steepling catch as Kent were all out 
for 223 in 37.4 overs. 

Surrey face Nottinghamshire Outlaws in the ODC 
semi-final at The Oval next Monday (Sept 7 from 
11.30am). 

Roy told Surrey’s online TV channel: “Huge relief 
at the end. Coles managed to middle a lot but we got 
over the line. We thought it was going to be easier 
than that before he came in and I’d be lying if I said 
I wasn’t nervous near the end. 

“I’m in a bit of a daze but I’m stoked that we’re in 
the semis. It was an extremely amazing game of 
cricket.”

Mourinho concerned

Reflecting on 
Saturday’s defeat to 
Palace, where the only 
bright spark was 
Radamel Falcao’s first 
goal for the Blues, 
Mourinho believes his 
side, while not 
deserving to win, 
should not have lost. 

“First of all I want to 
say Palace came with 
everything,” he said. 
“Their team and players 
were ready. They came 
with a fantastic spirit 
and they were lucky but 
deserved their luck. 
They fought a lot for it. 

“Also, my team 
deserved more. Maybe 
not to win it, but not to 
lose.” 

Then Mourinho 
returned to a familiar 
theme: “The referee 
made a big mistake - 
there was a clear 
penalty with the result 
at 0-0 and, obviously, it 
influenced the result. 

“I’m speaking about 
the one with (Kurt) 
Zouma, that I watched 
at half-time in the 
dressing room. It looked 
clear when I saw it on 
the pitch in real time. 

On TV, it is a clear 
penalty.” 

Aside from being 
denied a penalty, the 


Chelsea manager is 
dismissive of chances 
created that don’t result 
in goals. 

“It’s about goals you 
score,” he went on. 

“The number of 
chances created reflects 
how you are playing but 
it’s not enough just to 
create chances, you 
have to score. And we 
got only one goal.” 

Mourinho was also 
unhappy about 
individuals and the 
overall team 
performance. 

“A performance is a 
collective effort from 
all the players at the 
same time. That’s the 
way we worked during 
the week, to perform 
collectively. And 
obviously, if it’s a 
collective effort, you 
need individual 
performances. At this 
level, when the 
opponents are so good, 
well organised and with 
nothing to lose, when 
you are up against that, 
you need people to 
perform. I cannot say I 
had 11 players perform 
at the same time. To be 
fair, two or three were 
far from good.” 

Mourinho felt that the 
defeat wouldn’t prompt 
any knee-jerk reaction 
in the transfer market, 


but he made a veiled 
criticism of the club for 
not getting the players 
he identified as long 
ago as April. 

“I hope not,” he said. 

I don't like that (knee- 
jerk reaction to a 
defeat). I gave the club 
the report of the 
season’s projection on 
April 21st. I don’t think 
now I’m going to them 
to say I want this player 
or that one. No, we 
have to do better, me 
and the players.” 

While Blues have 
taken only four points 
from four games, he is 
not conceding that they 
are out of the title race. 

“No, we have eight 
points less than the 
leader,” he said. “In 
another league, I’d say 
that the title was over 
but in this league it’s 
not game over. In one 
month last season we 
lost a seven-point lead 
to Manchester City. In 
January we were on the 
same points with them. 
So nobody can tell me 
that on January 1st, 
2016, we won't have 
recovered the points 
deficit.” 

Chelsea’s next game 
is at Everton on 
September 12 and 
Mourinho feel impotent 
that he cannot do 


anything to arrest their 
current poor form. 

“I do not know what 
can happen in the next 
15 days,” he said. 
“Every player goes out 
with their national team 
and I stay at Cobham 
with four players. I 
can’t work, I can’t 
improve. 

“At this moment, I 
can’t do anything to 
improve my team. But 
if a player is not 
performing there are 
two ways to look at it. 
One way is that I wait 
and trust the player to 
get better. You wait and 
wait. Maybe it comes, 
maybe not. 

“Or, even trusting the 
player, the other way is 
to change them.”

Paul Lagan 
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Jose puzzled 
by poor start

J OSE Mourinho is beating his chest 
and demanding that his players 
respond to the challenge of facing up 
to a miserable start to the season, which 
has yielded just four points from four 
Premier League matches. 

But he doesn’t know why they are playing poorly 
and is frustrated that he now has to wait two weeks 
before he can get the players back on the pitch, due to 
the break in league games for international matches. 

The embarrassing 2-1 defeat by Crystal Palace at 
The Bridge on Saturday, only Mourinho’s second 
home defeat in 100 league matches at SW6, has left 
the champions languishing in 13th place in the Premier 
League, eight points behind leaders Manchester City. 

A clearly frustrated Mourinho said: “I don’t know 
why they are playing poorly. 

“I don’t have an answer for everything. You have 
players who have fantastic seasons and fantastic 
moments and the next season, they do not have the

“I don’t want to speak about names from other teams 
but I could perfectly tell you fantastic players with a 
very poor season last season. If you ask me, will I 
accept this, cross my arms, sit in a nice chair and wait 
calmly for the performance level to be back? No. 
I have to work, I have to react, I have to analyse and 
if I feel the players are not in conditions to react and 
give more, I have to make changes. I have never had 
a problem with that.” 

Still hoping 

With the transfer window open for another 24 hours 
or so as LWN Sport went to press on Monday, 
Mourinho was still hoping to add John Stones and Paul 
Pogba to his squad. 

Despite Everton stating Stones is not for sale, even 
at £37m, Mourinho would not let up piling the 
pressure on his board to deliver the 21-year-old centre- 



back, who has already 
handed in a transfer 
request. 

French midfielder 
Pogba’s proposed transfer 
is more straightforward. 

Juventus simply want 
wads of Euros, Chelsea 
don’t want to pay the 
£50m the Italian champions are demanding and hope, 
instead, to offload Mikel and either Ramires or Oscar 
as part of the package. 

With the so-called Financial Fair Play scheme 
seemingly benched, it’s up to the board to convince 
owner Roman Abramovich to splash the cash. 

Abramovich will argue that the deal handed to 
Mourinho last season was to produce a side that did 
not need serious and expensive additions and had at 
least two seasons’ worth of success in them. 

Mourinho argues that, with the likes of Swansea City 
and Crystal Palace strengthening, it means his side, 
without investment, is standing still. 

The difficulty for Mourinho is that his established 
players are now failing him, with Branislav Ivanovic, 
Nemanja Matic and Cesc Fabregas all seemingly still 
on their summer holiday beach. One bright spot is that 
Kurt Zouma and Kenedy performed admirably.

“I have beautiful young eggs in Kenedy, Ruben 
Loftus-Cheek and Zouma,” he said. 

“If you look at the Palace game, all of these young 
eggs did well. Zouma showed great personality, great 
game. Kenedy changed the game, gave a different 
intensity and a different quality. Ruben was fine too. 
We still have a few young eggs in our team.” 

So is Eden Hazard an egg, chick or a fully grown 
mature animal? 

“The best player in the Premier League does not 
need to mature,” suggested Mourinho. “But if you are 
the best in the Premier League, I think it should be a 
good responsibility to have another season similar to 
the previous one. 

“In general terms, it is difficult for a team to have a 
consistent performance when some of the players are 
not performing at a good level. When you have six or 
seven performing and three or four who are not at an 
acceptable level, it is difficult for a team to be 
consistent in their performance.” 

He cites what Manchester City has done in the 
market - latest addition Kevin De Bruyne was added 
on Sunday for £55m - as the way forward. 

“City reacted to the fact they had lost the title,” he 
said. 

“They reacted by buying fantastic players. This is 
their job and if they have that possibility and the 
economic potential to do that, then good. They did 
well. It is no problem. 

“You see my players against Palace and, for sure, 
you know what I do - that we could clearly identify 
two or three players that can do better. 

“It is not the point to be loyal (to them) or not, it is 
to analyse if they are ready to give an answer and to 
try to fight against that bad individual form or not. On 
Saturday, they disappeared. Now they go to their 
national teams for two weeks and they are back two 
days before the next game. It is not good for trying to 
push for more.” 

Club line 

Mourinho tows the club line when De Bruyne and 
Andre Schurrle are mentioned as players Chelsea let 
go cheaply and are now paying the price. 

“They (De Bruyne and others) left because they 
wanted to leave,” he said. “We never said you have no 
time or possibility (to get into the team).” 

One suggestion as to why City lost the title last term 
was that they lacked the appetite for the fight. 
Mourinho bridles at the suggestion that his side are 
suffering from the same lack of desire this season. 

“If that is the question, it is very sad,” he said. “I feel 
exactly the opposite way. When I win, I want to win 
again, I want to win more. I feel fantastic motivation 
for more. If you win it once and the next year you are 
not on fire, or you are not ready to at least fight for 
more, that is sad. My medal is at home in a drawer.”
